With respect to the applicant's assertion on page 3, alleging that " the cited combination fails to teach that the action procedures 
of Collomb represent relationship between data and elements in the expression class of Collomb", the examiner disagrees. As clearly 
indicated in the Final Rejection, specification of relationships interpreted as action procedures does represent relationships between data 
and elements in the expression class of Collomb. In other words (also see page 3 of the Final Office Action) once change is made to an 
item residing in a table, action procedures (specification of relationships) are activated and then utilized to form a secondary parameters 
(paragraph 0098). The new secondary parameters are result of specification of algorithm (i.e. calculated, expressions) and the entry that 
the secondary parameter Is originated from represents an attribute (entry in a table), consequently the examiner maintains that action 
procedures/specification of relationships does represent relationships between data (attributes) and elements in the expressions 
(specification of algorithm). 

Furthermore with respect to the argument in the second paragraph also on page 3, stating that while ebXML describes three 
types of components (multiple levels), "it fails to disclose that storage framework levels are specified based on the domain with which data 
of the specifications is associated", the examiner disagrees. As clearly indicated on page 4 of the Final Office Action, depending on the 
type (level), the components are stored at different locations, hence they are based on the given domain with which their data being 
managed is associated. . 
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
